Homa 18 or 20 wraduates of Annapolls are
eent to Columbla every yenr for ndvaneed
work In the higher mathematics, electrical
snginearing, wireless telegeaphy, bullistlos,
eto, and as many mora are sent to Manasi-
chusetts Institute of Toohnology In Boston
for work in # course in naval construction.

Discussing the question of why It should ba
nocessary to send (he navy men AWAY from
Annapolis for thelr most advanced waork,
Professor Thomuay Hcott Fiske, adminiatra-
tive head of the department of mathematica
at Columbla, said to a reprosentative of the
Eveving Leoarn:

e United States Naval Academy at An-
napolis and the Milltary Academy at West
Point ean never hops to secure the services
of tenchers of great distinotion In the selen-
tiflo world until they onn offer those teach-
ora dlgnifed conditionns of service. It would
bo Impossible for n tencher of the highest
sclentific abliity and reputation to accept A
tonching position In elther institution under
the conditions existing today.

vOne of the crying needs of the country In
that the Government should undertaks the
educntion of milltary nnd naval engineers of
a higher type than thiey are now propared to
turn out.

Teachers Wink at Fraud

“One of the unfortunate results of the pres-
ont sltuation is that the teaching staft have
come to wink at practices among the stu-
dents In preparing for their examination that
would be digapproved and immediately pro-
hibited in the best colleges, If what we read
in the papers Is rellable the temchers thems
selves put into the ‘dope sheeta' circulated
nmong the students the nnawers to the very
questions they intond to ask in the npproach-
ing examination.

British artillery offlcers feel that It s an
honor to boe permitted to study under such a
man. By this polley of recognising and con-
ferring prestige upon her great sclentifie
men, England 18 able to secure thelr services
for her army ond navy, Tho Tinlied States
Government could never hope to get a man
of that sort, one with a world-wide reputa-
tion, to mceept A position in her military and
naval peademies. But England can,

Handicap of Civilian Professors

“Ome of the most distingulshed mauthemalbl-
eclann connected with nny of the educational
institutions of the Government ls Professor
Willlam Whoolsey Johnson, who has been a
clvilian professor at the Naval Academy
since 1801, He haw never received nny reo-
ngnition from the dovernment, has never
been nocorded nany officlal prestige, and now,
when he in an old man over 70, he ia forced
to go on leaching past the age when he
ought to retire, because the Government ra-
fuses to penslon him. Unless o bill has been
puased In his favor very rocently there Is
absolutely no proviglon made for his old
nge. When soma of us tried to got a hill
through for him not long ago we wWere re-
fused on the ground that [t would create an
unfortunats precedent, and would commit
tho Government to o polley of penaloning its
clvil employes, On the other hand, the Car-
negle Foundation to whom we appealed re-
fused to include the clvil employes of the
Military and Naval Acndemies on thelr lst
on the ground that it would be encouraging
tha Government to neglect its dutles,

“Our Government has set a precedent, how-
ever, In Ita recognition of the late Simon
Neweomb, who waa director at the Naval Ob-
servatory nt Washington, and who, In recog-
nition of his grent mervices, as ons of the
greatest sclentists of his time, was given a
rank equal to that of a captain in the navy.
Einca hin death other civillans at the Naval
Obgervatory in Washington have been given
rank In the navy. But mark this—the thing
that helped Professor Newcomb to hils recog-
nitlon was the fact that he also held a pro-
fessorship it Johne Hopkins University und o
separats salary, This gave him p certain
strategio Independence In his daslings with
the Government.

Reminiscences of St. Clair McKelway, Who Abandoned the Bar for
the Tripod and Made Brooklyn Journalism Famous—His
Philadelphia Brother Gave Him Loyal Legion Button.

L HERE are two kindh
namely, journallsm and Brooklyn Jour-
nalism, and the latter Is an acquired taste.
This eplgram, dellvered at u dinner in New
York by St Clair McKelway, edilor of the
Brooklyn BEagle, was greeted with approecin-
tive lnughter by the
guests, The distinc-
tion of Mr. McKel-
wny, who has Just
died, Is that he no-
quired the taste nnd
then mada Brooklyn
journallsm distin-
gulshed, He belonged
to a later genera-
tion than Greeley and
Dana and Raymond,
but he had the domi-
nnting personality
that characterized
these men, and he
still belleved In the
power and import-
unce of the editorinl
page in making the character of u newspa-
per, He devoted his time and his energy to
that page, and wag In the habit of writing
from one to two columns & day, 1 have sald
“writing."

Hoe did not write, but dictated his articlea
toan expert typewriter, who reproduced them
directly on the machine without the inter-
ventlon of shorthand notes. 1 have seen
him walking up und down his room declaim-
Ing ns if beforse an audlence, gestlculating
and ending & rhetorieal perlod with a shout
of triumph, 'The emotlion which he put into
this sort of composition was so strong that
It saturated his words and reproduced in the
reader the feeling that inspired them. 1 have
een hlm so moved that the tears filled his
oyes ns he poured forth o procession of
wentences filled with nn appeal to the nobleat
sentiments of the electorate.

He wag born {n Missouri, but he wins edu-
eated In New Jersey, chlefly by private tutors
In Trenton, whers he llved with his grand-
futher, while his father was engaged as a
surgeon In the Civil War, He dld some writ-
ing for the Trenton newspapems, and, as he
grew older, he took an interest In politica.
He studled lanw and wos admitted to the bar,
but he never praocticed,

Delivering Frelinghuysen's Speech

T. Frelinghuysen, He was reporting the
political meetings for a New York paper
going from town to town with the speakers,
Frollnghuysen was late In arviving at one
meeting, and MeKelway, who waas known
to the committes, was asked to fill in the
time.

with an amused smile. McKelway offered to
withdraw, but the crowd shouted, “Go on!
Go on!" and Frellnghuysen insisted that he
ahould continne. Heo finlshed the speech.

Then Frelinghuysen arose,

Long before the convention he
had sent Willinm C, Hudson, one of his ablest
political writers, through the South and the
Wesat to tnlk with the lenders about Han-
cock's availability,.
